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1. Introduction

This document provides a brief description of new features of the High Risk/High Alert
functionality added in support of the Bar Code Medication Administration (BCMA) Witness
Enhancement for patch, PSB*3*70.

2. Enhancements

The scope of this project is to provide software modifications to enhance the BCMA GUI
client software as follows:

e A new field, entitled High Risk/High Alert (#1), to indicate if a medication is a High Risk
High Alert medication that needs a witness during medication administration to patients
via the BCMA GUI software, added to the PHARMACY ORDERABLE ITEM (#50.7)
file.

e A new field, entitled Labels Per Day (#155), to define the number of daily labels needed
for a continuous IV order when different than the number of labels the system would

have calculated based on the order’s volume and infusion rate, added to the IV (#100)
multiple in the PHARMACY PATIENT (#55) file.

e A new file, entitled INFUSION INSTRUCTIONS (#53.47), to allow sites to set up
abbreviations that may be entered into the Infusion Rate field that will be expanded to a
longer text string.

e A new menu, entitled Infusion Instruction Management [PSS INFINS MGR] menu, to
hold options to add infusion instruction edit and print the contents of the INFUSION
INSTRUCTIONS file (#53.47) added to the PHARMACY DATA MANAGEMENT
[PSS MGR] menu.
